'‘spot” the articles he w’ishes. Then he 
waits until the occupant of the room 
U in some other part of the house. A 
bamboo pole about as long as a fishing 
rod Is produced, to which is attached

The thief, by practice, can cast the 
hook so that it will catch on almost any 
article in the room, no matter how far 
It may be from the window.

Bandera 
Falls 
Before the 
Rural 
G u ard s-A n oth er Town O ccupied. 
Havana, Aug. 24.—The two most im­ 
portant events in the revolution since 
last report are the death of Bandera, 
the rebel leader, a veteran of all the 
insurrections for twenty 
years, who 
was surprised early in the morning 
about twelve miles north of this city 
witb twenty of bis followers, and the 
occupation 
by Pino Guerra, another 
rebel leader, of San J uan de Martinez, 
the terminus of the Western railway, 
a British property. 
As soon as Guerra was In possession 
he wired General Manager Livesey, of 
the Western railway, that if any more
